1. SUMMARY: U.S. AND HUNGARIAN DELEGATIONS REACHED 
AGREEMENT AD REFERENDUM ON DECEMBER 9 OF THE TEXT OF ARTICLE 
I (CULTURE AND EDUCATION) AND ARTICLE III (GENERAL PRO- 
VISIONS) OF THE PROGRAM DOCUMENT FOR EXCHANGES IN 1978 AND 
1979 UNDER THE INTERGOVERNMENTAL EXCHANGE AGREEMENT WHICH 
WAS SIGNED ON APRIL 7. IN PLACE OF ARTICLE II ON SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY (S AND T), AN UNDERSTANDING WAS REACHED 
ON AN INTERIM MEMORANDUM WHICH WILL FACILITATE EXCHANGES 
OF SHORT-TERM VISITS BY U.S. AND HUNGARIAN SPECIALISTS TO 
EXPLORE POSSIBILITIES FOR SPECIFIC S AND T EXCHANGES WHICH 
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COULD BE INCORPORATED INTO ARTICLE II OF THE PROGRAM DOCUMENT. 
WORKING LEVEL REPRESENTATIVES OF THE HUNGARIAN CULTURAL 
INSTITUTE (KKI) AT MEETING ON DECEMBER 8 MADE THEIR 
USUAL ARGUMENTS ABOUT HUNGARIAN NEED FOR MORE SPECIFICITY 
IN S AND T AND IT APPEARED THAT WE WOULD AGAIN BE FACED 
WITH AN IMPASSE. HOWEVER, AT DINNER HOSTED BY 
AMBASSADOR KAISER THAT EVENING FOR THE TWO DELEGATIONS, 
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MFA'S AMBASSADOR JANOS BARTHA WAS APPRISED OF THE 
SITUATION AND AT THE SUGGESTION OF THE AMBASSADOR INTERVENED WITH 
KKI PRESIDENT RONAI. THE RESULT WAS EASY AGREEMENT AT MEETING THE 
FOLLOWING DAY. END SUMMARY. 

2. AT FIRST MEETING ON AFTERNOON OF DECEMBER 8, ROBERT 
MORRIS (OES) TABLED REVISED US DRAFT OF SECTION H (S AND 
T EXCHANGES) WHICH PROVIDED SOME ADDITIONAL SPECIFICS 
WHICH THE KKI HAD EARLIER REQUESTED. THS KKI HOWEVER, 

REPLIED THAT IT REQUIRED EVEN MORE DETAIL AND AGIN ARGUED 
FOR A SPECIFIC NUMBER OF PERSON-MONTHS AND LISTING OF 
FIELDS OF PROPOSED EXCHANGES. USDEL REPEATED ITS REASONS 
FOR INABILITY TO PROVIDE GREATER DETAILS AT THIS POINT. 

AND UNTIL U.S. AND HUNGARIAN SPECIALISTS HAD OPPOR- 
TUNITY TO EXPLORE POSSIBILITIES FOR S AND T COOPERATION. 

UNDEL EXPLAINED THAT IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE TO SEND U.S. 

SPECIALISTS TO HUNGARY FROM VARIOUS USG SCIENCE AGENCIES 
TO MEET WITH THEIR HUNGARIAN COUNTERPARTS, AND TO RECEIVE 
HUNGARIAN SPECIALISTS IN THE U.S. ON A RECEIVING SIDE 

PAYS BASIS, UTILIZING THE CU INTERNATIONAL VISITOR 
(IV) PROGRAM AND INVITATIONS FROM THOSE USG AGENCIES 
WHICH HAVE AUTHORITY FOR SUCH EXPENDITURES AND ARE 
INTERESTED IN MEETING WITH THE HUNGARIANS. THROUGHOUT 
THE MEETING KKI REFERRED TO THEIR DIFFICULTIES IN 
OBTAINING FOREIGN CURRENCY FOR THESE AND OTHER EXCHANGES 
FROM THEIR MINISTRY OF FINANCE. AT THIS POINT WE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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APPEARED HEADED FOR ANOTHER IMPASSE WHICH THREATENED TO 
DELAY AGREEMENT ON THE ENTIRE PROGRAM DOCUMENT. 

3. A DINNER HOSTED BY AMBASSADOR AND MRS. KAISER ON 
DECEMBER 8 FOR THE U.S. AND HUNGARIAN DELEGATIONS, MFA'S 
AMBASSADOR JANOS BARTHA AND KKI PRESIDENT RUDOLF RONAI 
PROVIDED AN OPPORTUNITY TO DISCUSS THE ISSUE. WE EXPRESSED 
OUR DISAPPOINTMENT THAT THE HUNGARIAN SIDE HAD NOT CHANGED 
ITS NEGOTIATING STANCE SINCE THE LAST TIME THE TWO 
DELEGATIONS MET AND EMPHASIZED THE NEED TO REACH EARLY 
AGREEMENT IN ORDER TO MAKE A START IN IMPLEMENTING THE 
CULTURAL AND S AND T PROGRAMS. WE POINTED OUT THAT (IN 

THE CASE OF CU PROGRAMS) MONEY WHICH HAD BEEN BUDGETED 

FOR HUNGARY IN FY 78 WOULD BE SPENT IN OTHER EE COUNTRIES 

AND THE USSR UNLESS WE REACHED EARLY AGREEMENT ON THE 

RPOGRAM DOCUMENT. BARTHA GOT THE MESSAGE AND AT THE SUGGESTION OF 

THE AMBASSADOR INTERVENED WITH THE KKI TO EFFECT A SOLUTION TO THE S 

AND T IMPASSE. 

4. AT THE DECEMBER 9 MEETING KKI’S LASANYI PROPOSED 
INTERIM SOLUTION TO SOLVE THE IMPASSE OVER HUNGARIAN 
NEED FOR SPECIFICITY IN S AND T EXCHANGES, AND U.S. 
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POSITION THAT SPECIFICITY MUST AWAIT DISCUSSIONS 
BETWEEN SPECIALISTS. LASANYI PROPOSED, AND U.S. SIDE 
ACCEPTED, PROPOSAL THAT THE TWO SIDES PREPARE A 
MEMORANDUM ON AN EXCHANGE OF U.S. AND HUNGARIAN 
SPECIALISTS DURING 1978 TO EXPLORE POSSIBILITIES FOR 
S AND T COOPERATION. WHILE NUMBER OF SPECIALISTS OR 
AREAS OF COOPERATION ARE NOT SPECIFIED IN THE MEMORANDUM, 
LASANYI PROPOSED THAT, FOR BUDGETARY PURPOSES, 15 PERSONS 
BE EXCHANGED ON EACH SIDE, TO VISIT THE U.S. OR HUNGARY 
AS SINGLE VISITORS OR IN GROUPS OF TWO PERSONS. VISITS 
TO U.S. WOULD BE APPROXIMATELY THREE WEEKS; VISITS 
TO HUNGARY WOULD BE ONE WEEK TO TEN DAYS OR MORE DEPENDING 
ON THE FIELD. SENDING SIDE WOULD PAY INTERNATIONAL 
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USIA FOR IEU 

TRAVEL OF ITS PECIALISTS AND RECEIVING SIDE WOULD COVER 
IN-COUNTRY COSTS. MEMORANDUM WILL NOT BE SIGNED BUT WILL 
BE REGARDED AS STATEMENT OF INTENT. 

5. USDEL ACCEPTED PROPOSAL AS MEANS OF BREAKING S AND T 
IMPASSE TO ALLOW FOR EVENTUAL COMPLETION OF THE PROGRAM 
DOCUMENT IN 1978. HUNGARIANS MADE IT CLEAR THAT THE 
INFORMAL MEMORANDUM ON S AND T SHOULD NOT BE SEEN AS 
INDICATING THEIR DESIRE FOR A SEPARATE S AND T PRO- 
GRAM. LASANYI SAID THAT IN FEBRUARY THE KKI WOULD 
PRESENT A LIST OF PROPOSED VISITORS AND THEIR FIELDS, 

AND WOULD BE PREPARED TO RECEIVE A SIMILAR LIST FROM 
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THE U.S. SIDE. FOLLOWING THESE EXPLORATORY VISITS 
OF SPECIALISTS THE TWO SIDES WOULD MEET AGAIN TO DRAFT 
MORE SPECIFIC LANGUAGE FOR S AND T EXCHANGES WHICH 
WOULD BE INCORPORATED INTO THE PROGRAM DOCUMENT AS 
ARTICLE H. WE INFORMED HUNGARIANS THAT SOME OF THEIR 
SPECIALISTS COULD BE PROGRAMMED UNDER THE CU INTER- 
NATIONAL VISITOR (IV) PROGRAM, WITH OTHERS FUNDED BY USG 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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SCIENCE AGENCIES WITH SUCH AUTHORITY AND WITH INTEREST 
IN EXPLORING POSSIBILITIES FOR EXCHANGES WITH HUNGARY. 

6. WE EASILY REACHED AGREEMENT ON TEXT ON ARTICLE I 
(CULTURE AND EDUCATION). HUNGARIANS, WITH ONE EXCEPTION 
(EXHIBITS) ACCEPTED U.S. DRAFT WHICH WE DISCUSSED WITH 
KKI IN SEPTEMBER, WITH THE MINOR CHANGES IN LANGUAGE 
AGREED TO AT THAT TIME. LANGUAGE ON LECTURER EXCHANGE 
DOES NOT SPECIFY LENGTH OF STAY BUT HUNGARIANS MADE IT 

Cl EAR THAT THEY COULD NOT ACCEPT AMERICANS FOR MORE THAN 
ONE MONTH DURING THE FIRST TWO YEARS OF THE PROGRAM. THEY 
WILL PRESENT US WITH A LIST OF FIELDS IN WHICH THEY DESIRE 
AMERICAN LECTURERS (WHICH THEY SAID WOULD BE MAINLY IN 
AMERICAN STUDIES) AND ARE PREPARED TO ALSO RECEIVE 
NOMINATIONS FROM U.S. SIDE FOR LECTURERS WHOM WE WISH 
TO MONINATE. TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR THE S AND T 
VISITORS REFERRED TO ABOVE, WE AGREED TO POSTPONE 
UNTIL EITHER FY 79 OR THE SECOND YEAR OF THE PROGRAM 
THE SEMINAR ON TRANSLATION OF HUNGARIAN WORKS AND THE 
EXCHANGE OF LIBRARIANS SPECIFIED IN PARAS 4 AND 7 
OF THE U.S. DRAFT. WE AGREED TO ADD TWO PARAGRAPHS 
PROPOSED BY THE HUNGARIANS ON FILM WEEKS AND PERFORMING 
ARTS. THESE ENCOURAGE SUCH ACTIVITIES BUT MAKE NO 
SPECIFIC COMMITMENTS ON HOLDING SUCH EVENTS OR IN 
FUNDING THEM. 

7. ON EXHIBITS, HUNGARIANS AGAIN EXPRESSED THEIR 
INABILITY TO ACCEPT LANGUAGE PROVIDING FOR "SENDING 
SIDE PAYS", CLAIMING THAT THEY WISH TO OBSERVE THE 
EUROPEAN CUSTOM OF "RECEIVING SIDE PAYS", AND ADDING 
THAT THEIR MINISTRY OF FINANCE WILL NOT ALLOCATE FOREIGN 
CURRENCY FOR EXHIBIT EXCHANGES. THEY ALSO MADE IT CLEAR 
THAT ANY EXHIBITS THEY WOULD SEND TO THE U.S. WOULD BE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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IN THE ARTS. THEY DID NOT RAISE OBJECTIONS WHEN WE 
EXPLAINED THAT OUR (USIA) EXHIBITS WOULD BE THEMATIC. WE

BELIEVE THAT THE NEW LANGUAGE PROPOSED BY THE HUNGARIANS 
TAKES INTO ACCOUNT THE INTERESTS AND FUNDING REQUIREMENTS 
OF BOTH SIDES. WHILE NOT AS SPECIFIC AS USIA MIGHT 
DESIRE, WE RECOMMEND IT BE ACCEPTED. IN THE FINAL ANALYSIS 
EACH EXHIBIT ON BOTH SIDES, AND ITS FINANCIAL 
CONDITIONS WILL HAVE TO BE NEGOTIATED ON AN IN- 
DIVIDUAL BASIS. RESULTS WILL DEPEND ON THE STATE 
OF BILATERAL RELATIONS AND OTHER EXCHANGE PROGRAMS 
IN EFFECT AT THE TIME EACH EXHIBIT IS PROPOSED. 

THE KKI EXPRESSED FULL SATISFACTION WITH USIA'S 
"REFLECTIONS" EXHIBIT WHICH WAS RECENTLY SHOWN IN 
HUNGARY, AND WE DO NOT ANTICIPATE ANY MAJOR PROBLEMS 
WITH SIMILAR USIA EXHIBITS IN THE FUTURE. 

8. UNDER ARTICLE III, GENERAL PROVISIONS, THE 
HUNGARIANS AGREED TO SENDING SIDE PAYING INTERNATIONAL 
TRAVEL FOR ALL REPEAT ALL CATEGORIES OF EXCHANGES 
UNDER THE PROGRAM DOCUMENT. 
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9. U.S. SIDE WAS REPRESENTED BY YALE RICHMOND (CU), 

ROBERT MORRIS (OES), AND MICHAEL EISENSTADT AND SANDRA 
BORYCKI OF THE EMBASSY. HUNGARIANS WERE REPRESENTED 
BY ENDRE POLGAR, GABOR DREXLER, JANOS LASANYI, DR. GYULA 
GEMESI AND TAMAS KORNER, ALL OF THE KKI. 

10. FULL TEXTS OF ARTICLES I AND III AND THE INTERIM 
MEMORANDUM FOLLOW: 

"PROGRAM OF COOPERATION AND EXCHANGES BETWEEN THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND THE 
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GOVERNMENT OF THE HUNGARIAN PEPOLE'S REPUBLIC IN 
SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, CULTURE, AND EDUCATION FOR 
THE YEARS 1977 TO 1979. 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA AND THE 
GOVERNMENT OF THE HUNGARIAN PEOPLE S REPUBLIC ON COOPERATION 
IN SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, CULTURE, AND EDUCATION. 

SIGNED AT BUDAPEST ON APRIL 6, 1977, THE PARTIES HAVE 
PREPARED THE FOLLOWING PROGRAM FOR THE YEARS 1978 AND 
1979. 

ARTICLE I - CULTURE AND EDUCATION 

1 . THE PARTIES WILL RPVIDE FOR THE EXCHANGE OF 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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AT LEAST TEN SENIOR SPECIALISTS FROM EACH SIDE FOR 
PERIODS OF UP TO ONE MONTH FOR EXCHANGE OF EXPERIENCE 
AND CONSULTATION. FIELDS OF SPECIALIZATION AND LENGTHS 
OF STAY WILL BE DETERMINED THROUGH DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS. 

2. THE UNITED STATES WILL MAKE VERY EFFORT TO 

RECEIVE TEN PARTICIPANTS FROM HUNGARY ANNUALLY IN MULTI- 
REGIONAL PROJECTS ARRANGED IN THE UNITED STATES. THE 
SELECTION OF PROJECTS, BASED ON INFORMATION PROVIDED BY 
THE UNITED STATES, AND THE TRANSMISSION OF NOMINATIONS, WILL 
BE MADE THROUGH DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS. 

3. THE PARTIES WILL PROVIDE FOR THE ANNUAL EX- 
CHANGE OF AT LEAST FOUR VISITING LECTURERS FROM EACH 
SIDE FROM UNIVERSITIES AND OTHER SCHOLARLY AND 
SCIENTIFIC INSTITUTIONS. FIELDS OF SPECIALIZATION 

AND LENGTHS OF STAY WILL BE DETERMINED THROUGH 
DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS. 

4. DURING THE PERIOD OF THE PROGRAM THE PARTIES 
WILL ORGANIZE A BILATERAL SEMINAR IN HUNGARY ON THE 
POSSIBILITIES OF THE TRANSLATION AND PUBLICATION OF 
HUNGARIAN LITERARY WORKS IN THE UNITED STATES, AND 

FOR THIS PURPOSE THE HUNGARIAN PARTY WILL RECEIVE FIVE TO 
SIX PARTICIPANTS FROM THE UNITED STATES. THE PARTIES 
MAY INITIATE THE ORGANIZATION OF OTHER JOINT SEMINARS 
ON TOPICS OF MUTUAL INTEREST, WITH THE PARTICIPATION 
OF SPECIALISTS OF THEIR TWO COUNTRIES. THE DATES AND 
THE SUBJECTS OF SEMINARS WILL BE AGREED UPON THROUGH 
DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS. 

5. THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE CONTACTS AND COOPERATION 
BETWEEN UNIVERSITIES AND OTHER SCHOLARLY AND SCIENTIFIC 
INSTITUTIONS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES IN SPECIALIZED FIELDS 
DETERMINED ON THE BASIS OF MUTUAL INTERESTS. IN ORDER TO 
EXPLORE POSSIBILITIES FOR SUCH CONTACTS. EACH PARTY WILL 
MAKE EVERY EFFORT TO RECEIVE ANNUALLY AT LEAST FOUR SENIOR 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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REPRESENTATIVES FROM UNIVERSITIES AND OTHER SCHOLARLY AND 
SCIENTIFIC INSTITUTIONS OF THE OTHER COUNTRY. THE LENGTH 
OF THESE VISITS WILL NORMALLY BE FROM THREE TO FOUR WEEKS. 

6. THE PARTIES WILL FACILITATE THE ESTABLISHMENT 

OF CONTACTS BETWEEN THEIR APPROPRIATE ORGANIZATIONS 
CONCERNING THE COMPARABILITY AND EQUIVALENCY OF 
DEGREES. 

7. THE PARTIES WILL FACILITATE THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
CONTACTS BETWEEN MAIOR LIBRARIES OF THE TWO COUNTRIES, 

AND TO THIS END EACH PARTY WILL RECEIVE TWO SPECIALISTS 
FROM THE OTHER COUNTRY DURING THE PERIOD OF THIS PROGRAM. 
THE LENGTH OF THESE VISITS WILL NORMALLY BE FROM THREE 

TO FOUR WEEKS. 
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I. THE UNITED STATES. AT THE REQUEST OF THE 
HUNGARIAN PARTY, WILL SEND SPECIALISTS IN THE TEACHING OF 
ENGLISH TO LECTURE AT SUMMER COURSES ORGANIZED FOR TEACHERS 
OF ENGLISH AT HUNGARIAN SECONDARY SCHOOLS AND UNIVERSITIES. 

9. THE PARTIES AGREE TO FACILITATE THE EXCHANGE OF 
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ONE OFFICIAL EXHIBIT ON EACH SIDE EVERY TWO YEARS WHICH 
WILL BE PRESENTED IN TWO TO THREE CITIES OF THE OTHER 
COUNTRY FOR PERIODS OF FOUR WEEKS IN EACH CITY. EACH OF 
THE EXHIBITS MAY INCORPORATE SUCH MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE 
COLLATERAL ACTIVITIES AS CONFERENCES, SYMPOSIA, LECTURES, 
AND CONSULTATIONS RELATED TO THE THEMES OF THE EXHIBIT 
AND MAY BE ACCOMPANIED BY PERSONNEL SUCH AS THE EXHIBIT 
DIRECTOR, GUIDES, SPECIALISTS, ETC. 

10. THE PARTIES WILL FACILITATE THE EXCHANGE OF 
EXHIBITIONS AS DEFINED BY ARTICLE I, 2A OF THE AGREE- 
MENT ON A MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE BASIS. THE DETAILS OF THE 
EXHIBITIONS. INCLUDE THEIR THEME AND THE FINANCIAL 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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CONDITIONS OF THEIR ORGANIZATION, WILL BE DETERMINED 
THROUGH DIPLOMATIC OR OTHER APPROPRIATE CHANNELS. 

THE PARTIES WILL ENCOURAGE CONTACTS BETWEEN 
MUSEUMS AND OTHER APPROPRIATE INSITUTIONS OF THE TWO 
COUNTRIES. INCLUDING THE EXHANGE OF ARTISTIC PUBLI- 
CATIONS AND OTHER, MUTUALLY ACCEPTABLE FORMS OF CO- 
OPERATION. 

1 1 . THE PARTIES WILL EXAMINE THE POSSIBILITY OF 

AN EXCHANGE OF FILM WEEKS DURING THE PERIOD OF THE 
PROGRAM. THE FILM WEEKS MAY INCORPORATE SUCH MUTUALLY 
ACCEPTABLE COLLATERAL ACTIVITES AS E.G. MEETINGS OF 
FILM ARTISTS, ETC. 

ARTICLE HI - GENERAL PROVISIONS 

1 . THE EXCHANGES AND VISITS PROVIDED FOR HEREIN 

SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE CONSTITUTIONAL REQUIREMENTS AND 
APPLICABLE LAWS AND REGULATIONS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES. 
WITHIN THIS FRAMEWORK, BOTH PARTIES WILL USE THEIR BEST 
EFFORTS TO PROMOTE FAVORABLE CONDITIONS FOR THE FUL- 
FILLMENT OF THESE EXCHANGES AND VISITS IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
THE PROVISIONS AND OBJECTIVES OF THE AGREEMENT. 

2. THIS PROGRAM WILL NOT PRECLUDE OTHER MUTUALLY 
ACCEPTABLE EXCHANGES AND VISITS WHICH MAY BE 
INITIATED BY INTERESTED ORGANIZATIONS, OR PERSONS 
ACTIVE IN THE FIELDS OF CULTURE, EDUCATION, SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY, IT BEING UNDERSTOOD THAT ADDITIONAL 
EXCHANGES AND VISITS WILL BEIDRRANGED BY PRIOR AGREE- 
MENT THROUGH DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS OR BETWEEN APPROPRIATE 
ORGANIZATIONS. 

LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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3. NOMINATIONS FOR THE EXCHANGES AND VISITS PRO- 
VIDED FOR IN THIS PROGRAM WILL BE SUBMITTED IN A MUTUALLY 
ACCEPTABLE FORM THROUGH DIPLOMATIC CHANNELS, AT LEAST 
THREE MONTHS PRIOR TO THE PROPOSED DATE OF DEPARTURE. 

THE SENDING PARTY MAY PROPOSE PERSONS FOR ADDITIONAL 
VISITING LECTURESHIPS, SUBJECT TO INTEREST ON THE PART 

OF RECEIVING INSTITUTIONS IN THE OTHER COUNTRY, AND MAY 
ALSO SUBMIT REQUESTS FOR ADDITIONAL VISITING LECUTUERS 
TO BE RECEIVED FROM THE OTHER COUNTRY. 

4. THE PARTIES WILL GIVE NOTIFICATION OF THE AC- 
CEPTANCE OF CANDIDATES AT LEAST ONE MONTH PRIOR TO THE 
PROPOSED DATE OF THE VISIT AND WILL INFORM EACH OTHER AT 
LEAST TWO WEEKS IN ADVANCE OF THE EXACT DATE AND PLACE 
OF THE CANDIDATES' ARRIVAL. WITH EXCEPTION OF PARAGRAPHS 
10 AND 1 1 FOR VISITS SPECIFIED IN THIS PROGRAM: 

A. THE SENDING PARTY WILL PROVIDE ROUND-TRIP 
TRANSPORTATION BETWEEN THE CAPTIALS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES
